All Hidden Gold 


New York, January 
Wall street bankers expressed 
the opinion that the amount of Ger- 
nein capital exported abroad since 
the armistice, which is to be the sub- 
jec' of an investigation by an inter- 
national committee appojnted by the 
reparations commission, will never be 
accurately ascertained. Estimates of 
this sum, which range all the way 
from $100,000,000 to $2,000,000,000 
are generally regarded as mere 
guesses. 

A rigid investigation by the Ger- 
man government under avin, is 
considered as the most effective way 
of getting the information which. is 
desired primarily by the French gov- 
ernment. However, bankers who vis- 
ited Germany last summer and fall 
expvess grave doubts that such an im- 
vestigation will ever be successfully 
conducted. 

No Law to Compel. 


Heads of large international bank- 
ing firms here frankly stated that 
they knew of no taw by which they 
could be compelled to reveal the pri- 
vate business of their clients. While 
deciming to be quoted, some of them 
frankly stated that they would de- 
eline to give details of transactions be- 
lieved to involve capital of German 
origin unless they were forced togdo 
so by law. Some of these same banks, 
however, have kept the government 
informed of the receipt of German 
gold without going into the details 
of each transaction.

FRANCE STARTS YEAR 


Paris, January 1—The French 
government will begin the new year 
in what is regarded in the foreign of- 
fice as a stronger position than a 
year ago. France has asserted by acts, 
her purpose to collect reparations 
with the cooperation of her allies if 
possible, but alone.if necessary. 

The occupation of the Ruhr against 
the will of the British government was 


| followed by anxious months, but notli- 


ing was done on the part of the Brit- 
ish government or any o.her govern- 
ment except Berlin to embarrass the 
French occupation. The Berlin policy 
of passive resistance failed and the 
year ends with the French govern- 
ment having made cont-acts with the 
German industrial interests fur work- 
ing the Ruhr profitably. 

The prestige of France, it is con- 
sidered, has been immenseiy increased 
on the continent by her having been 
able, regardless of the powerful in- 
fluence cf London to pursue her con- 
ception of national interests. ‘fe 
eountries of the little entente have 
been drawn closer to erance dur tg 
the year. 

The relations with Belgium have 
been subject to some strain because 
the Belgian policy towzerd Germany 
is not‘identical with <:nat of France. 
French diplomacy has been somewhat 
concerned by the eficonte between 
Italy and Spain, as their combined 
navies disturb the equilibrium of sea 
power in the Mediterranean.

Editor Constitution: Allow me 
to say that I admire your plainness 
of sjreech in the editorial paper 
headed, “Intoxicated Drivers,” 

I am going to suggest a simple 
solution to the problem. Suppose the 
State refuses to sell any person a tag 
unless they produce good and suf- 
ficient evidence from a committee of 
say, five people and the sheriff of 
the county where they live, as to 
whether they are sober and worthy 


of being given the privilege of driv- 


ing an automobile, 

A half dozen zood responsible men 
and women in each county should 
pass on all applications for permits 
to operate cars, and under oath they 
should acquaint the state authori- 
ties With the facts in each applica- 
tion. No man who drinks at all 
should be allowed to run a car. Then, 
if his pledge should be broken, or 


should any person get permission to 


operate a car under false pretense, 
the state should take this privilege 
away from him indefinitely. 

Give the people at home a chance 
to say who is capable of driving cars 


along the publie highways, and you 


will see “hair-brained,” “whisky- 
soaked” drivers put out of business. 
As the matter now stands the state 
authorities have no right to refuse 
any man a licerse tag unless the 
party applying refuses to pay for it. 
Here is where our.good “tax-reduc- 
ing” legislators could score a home- 
run. 

Then in connection with this prob- 
lem there is no reason why automo- 
bile thieving could not be reduced in 
Georgia to a minimum. Make it 
compulsory for each automobile 
owner to procure from the sheriff 
of his county a card with his name 
plainly written thereon, together 
with his license plate number, and 
engine number, and -then make it a 
Straight chain-gang sentence for any 
owner to refuse to present this ecard 
to the gas dealer, or the same sen- 
tence for the gas dealer to sell gas 
to any person unless the card igs pre- 
sented, and the dealer is assured of 
the ‘fact that the card corresponds 
to the car number. “No thief is very 
likely to duplicate your card with 
the county seal fixed upon it where. it 
was issued. Then there are minor 
details which covld be worked out 
that would make it practically im- 
possible for a thief to get gas to put 
ln a stolen. car.

These figures gave Mississippi and 
Florida eight lynchings each, Georgia 
4, Arkansas 2, Texas 2, Virginia 1, 
Missouri 1, Oklahoma 1, Louisiana 1.
